AVhat is a cattle trail, and why 


do the cuttle-meu -want the Uuited 
States Government to construct it? To 
begin with the origin of the necessity, 
or supposed necessity, for such au un- 
dertaking, it may be said to aric.a out of 
the natural conditions of the cattle bus- 
iness as affected by climate. Texas is 
the great breeding-ground of tho country 
for cattle. Iu that warm climate cattle 
winter out of doors with comfort, and 
find abundance of food in ths natural 
grasses—so that tho cost of raising stock 
is thero reduced to the minimum. 
But 


Texas does not produce tho best beef. 
To fit the cattle for market they need 
to bo driven into the Northern latitudes 
of Colorado, Wyoming and Montana, 
where the colder chmuto and change of 
feed produce the best article of beet for 
the market. 
Honco tho necessity for n 


cattle-drive from Texas northward, and 
of a convenient route to traverse. 
The 


propos-i d trail is to uxtaud from the 
Gulf of Mexico to Canada, to be iivu or 
six: miles wide, aud to bo fenced 011 both 
sides the whole distance. . Much private 
property would havo to be takon by 
right of eminent domain, and the cost 
of the work would be several million 
dollars.
